ABOUT  CHANGING  THE  ORANGE 
AND  BLUE  TO  A  MAGAZINE. 

The  general  opinion  concerning  our 
college  publication  is  that  it  does  not 
meet  the  expectations  of  our  readers; 
that  it  does  not  come  up  to  the  stand- 
ard college  publication  and  is  not  a 
fair  representative  of  a  college  as 
large  as  Auburn.  This  criticism  is 
probably  a  just  one.  The  Orange  and 
Blue  is  not  what  the  student  body 
and  editorial  staff  might  make  it. 

It  seems  that  the  criticisms  this 
year  have  been  greater  than  they 
ever  were  before.  This  does  not  ne 
cessarily  indicate  that  the  Orange  and 
Blue  this  year  is  not  as  good  as  it 
has  been  in  the  previous  years,  but 
rather  that  the  students  are  realizing 
more  than  ever  before  that  the  paper 
does  not  meet  the  standard  of  other 
college  publications.  It  is  not  a  first 
class  publication  and  they  see  this 
now  more  plainly  than  ever  before  by 
noticing  tiie  progress  that  other  col- 
leges have  recently  made  in  this 
line.  This  seeming  lack  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  editorial  staff  cannot, 
be  attributed  to  them  alone,  for 
everyone  knows  that  the  proper  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm  has  not  been 
shown  towards  the  Orange  and  Blue 
by  the  student  body  for  several 
years,  and  without  the  good  will  and 
suport  of  the  students  it  is  hard  for 
anything  connected  with  the  college 
succeed,  especially  if  it  is  instituted 
solely  for  their  pleasure  and  is  de- 
pendent upon  their  support  for  its 
maintenance.  In  order  to  be  a  suc- 
cess the  Orange  and  Blue  must  have 
their  support  and  co  operation  as  well 
as  the  football  and  basketball  teams. 

There  must  be  some  material 
change  in  the  Orange  and  Blue  to 
make  it  rank  with  other  first  class 
college  publications.  A  glance  at  a 
few  exchanges  will  quickly  establish 
this  fact  in  any  doubtful  minds.  Fel- 
low students,  there  is  no  reason  why 
we  cannot  do  what  other  colleges  our 
size,  and  smaller  than  ourselves,  are 
doing.  We  would  hate  to  acknowl- 
edge our  inferiority  and  incompeten- 
cy in  this  line,  if  such  were  the  case. 
But  this  is  not  so;  there  are  just  as 
good  writers  and  business  men  at  the 
A.  P.  I.  as  are  to  be  found  In  any 
college  in  the  south.  Then  it  is  time 
that  we  were  showing  our  colors. 

Auburn  started  among  the  first  of 
her  sister  colleges  in  Dixie;  her  foot- 
ball "Tigers"  are  dreaded  by  all  of 
their  antagonists,  her  basketball  and 
baseball  teams  are  fast  coming  to  the 
front,  her  track  teams  are  making  re- 
cords, and  there  is  no  reason  why  her 
college  publication  should  not  also 
improve  and  keep  pace  with  the  gen- 
eral advancement.  With  the  combin- 
ed efforts  and  co-operation  of  all  the 
students  the  Orange  and  Blue  could 
soon  be  changed  from  a  football  Issue, 
as  it  is  sometimes  called,  to  one 
worthy  of  the  respect  and  admiration 
of  all  its  readers  and  worthy  to  rep- 
resent our  college.

ABOUT  CHANGING  THE  ORANGE 
AND  BLUE  TO  A  MAGAZINE. 

The  general  opinion  concerning  our 
college  publication  is  that  it  does  not 
meet  the  expectations  of  our  readers; 
that  it  does  not  come  up  to  the  stand- 
ard college  publication  and  is  not  a 
fair  representative  of  a  college  as 
large  as  Auburn.  This  criticism  is 
probably  a  just  one.  The  Orange  and 
Blue  is  not  what  the  student  body 
and  editorial  staff  might  make  it. . 

It  seems  that  the  criticisms  this 
year  have  been  greater  than  they 
ever  were  before.  This  does  not  ne- 
cessarily indicate  that  the  Orange  and 
Blue  this  year  is  not  as  good  as  it 
has  been  in  the  previous  years,  but 
rather  that  the  students  are  realizing 
more  than  ever  before  that  the  paper 
does  not  meet  the  standard  of  other 
college  publications.  It  is  not  a  first 
class  publication  .  and  they-  see  this 
now  more  plainly  than  ever  before  by 
noticing  the  progress  that  other  col- 
leges have  recently  made  in  this 
line.  This  seeming  lack  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  editorial  staff  cannot 
be  attributed  to  them  alone,,  for 
eyeryone  knows  that  the  proper  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm  has  not  been 
shown  towards  the  Orange  and  Blue 
by  the  student  body  for  several 
years,  and  without  the  good  will  and 
suport  of  the  students  it  is  hard  for 
anything  connected  with  the  college 
succeed,  especially  if  it  is  instituted 
solely  for  their  pleasure  and  Is  de- 
pendent upon  their  support  for  its 
maintenance.  In  order  to  be  a  suc- 
cess the  Orange  and  Blue  must  have 
their  support  and  co  operation  as  well 
as  the  football  and  basketball  teams. 

There  must  be  some  material 
change  in  the  Orange  and  Blue  to 
make  It  rank-  with  other  first  class 
college  publications.  A  glance  at  a 
few  exchanges  will  quickly  establish 
this  fact  in  any  doubtful  minds.  Fel- 
low students,  there  is  no  reason  why 
we  cannot  do  what  other  colleges  our 
size,  and  smaller  than  ourselves,  are 
doing.  We  would  hate  .to  acknowl- 
edge our  inferiority  and  incompeten- 
cy in  this  line,  if  such  were  the  case. 
But  this  is  not  so;  there  are  just  as 
good  writers  and  business  men  at.  the 
A.  P.  I.  as  are  to  be  found  in  any 
college  in  the  south.  Then  it  is  time 
that  we  were  showing  our  colors. 

Auburn  started^among  the  first  of 
her  sister  colleges  in  Dixie;  her  foot- 
ball "Tigers"  are  dreaded  by  all  of 
their  antagonists,  her  basketball  and 
baseball  teams  are  fast  coming  to  the 
front,  her  track  teams  are  making  re- 
cords, and  there  is  no  reason  why  her 
college  publication  should  not  also 
improve  and  keep  pace  with  the  gen- 
eral advancement.  With  the  combin- 
ed  efforts  and  co-operation  of  all  the 
students  the  Orange  and  Blue  could 
soon  be  changed  from  a  football  issue, 
as  it  is  sometimes  called,  to  one 
worthy  of  the  respect  and  admiration 
of  all  its  readers  and  worthy  to  rep- 
resent our  college.  The  present  year 
is  too  far  gone  to  make  such  a  mate- 
rial change,  so  this  honor  will  pro- 
bably fall  to  the  class  of  1907.  This 
clasB  is  fully  competent  to  make  such 
a  change,  and  with  the  earnestness, 
diWgence  and  attitude  for  work  that 
has  characterized  them  since  their 
Freshman  year,  we  feel  sure  that 
they  will  prove  themselves  masters 
of  the  situation  if  they  will  only  at- 
tempt it.
